FaVcrable  weather  during  the  -current  season  in  Argentina  materially 
assisted  in  the  excellent  development  of  the  crops*      A  very  healthy  s«ate 
of  growth  followed  the  rains  and  the  yield  per  acre  promises  to  be  in  excess 
of  the  average^     The  rains  came  at  the  psychological  moment,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  crops  will  be  of  exceptionally  good  quality.     The  latest 
official  returns  en  the  acreage  of  wheat,  linseed  and  oats  show  the  following 
estimate's;    wheat  15,014,000  acres  -compared  with  14,957,000  last  year; 
Linseed  §,484,000  acres  compared  with  3,522,000  acres  and  Oats  2,063,000  acres 
compared,  with  2,301,000  acres,     In  November,  general  rains  were  reported  from 
most  parts  of  the  Australian  Commonwealth.     These  rains  were  heavy  in  some 
districts,  causing  fear  of  a  delay  in  the  harvest,     Other/vise  the  agricultural 
outlook  is  excellent  and  substantial  exportable  surpluses  of  cereals  may  be 
looked  for  from  Victoria,  New  South  Wales  and  South  Australia*     Latest  official 
reports  of  the  area  under  wheat  in  1920-21  place  the  amount  at  9,500,000  acres, 
against  6,344,000  in  1919-20  and  an  average    of  19,621,000  in  the  previous  five 
years  or  149*7  per  cant  and  91.4  per  cent  of  the  two  last  mentioned  areas 
respectively,     In  the  Union  of  South  Africa  the  agricultural  outlook  appears 
to  be  slightly  more  promising  than  at  this  time  last  year.     The  wheat  crop 
in  the  principal  producing  areas  of  the  country  is  progressing  favorably* 'but 
in  other  parts  of  the  Union  the  crop  has  suffered  from  drought  and  is  below 
normal,     The  latest  available  estimates  show  the  area  of  wheat  to  be  823,000 
acres  compared  with  801,000  last  year;    Barley  91,000  compared  with  99,00-0 
last  year  and  Corn  564,000,  compared  with  553 . 000  last  year*     The  latest! 
forecast  of  production  places  the  amount  of  wheat  at  8,649,000  bushels  compared 
with  6,530,000  last  year;:    Barley  1,292.000  bushels  compared  with  l,160,p00 
last  year  and  Corn  4,531,000  bushels  compared  with  4, 297,000  last  year. 

In  the  Northern  Hemisphere  the  seeding  of  winter  cereals  is  hearing 
completion  under  generally  favorable  conditions,  present  indications  showing- 
that  the  usual  areas  will  be  sown. 

In  Canada  excellent,  progress  has  been  nade  in  the  plowing  of  land  for 
the  spring  seeding,     The  new  fall  wheat  is  in  fair  condition.     The  area,-  as 
published  in  our  last  report,  is  officially  estimated  at  792,200  acres,  as 
compared  with  846,800  a,cres  sown  in  1920,     In  France  the  growers  are  making 
good  progress  with  autumn  field  work,  'nearly  all  of  the  acreage  intended 
for  winter  grains  haying  been  planted.'
